1. ATMOSPHERICS: 

-FALL OF SAIGON DOMINATED MEDIA COVERAGE WITH HEAVY 
EDITORIAL COMMENT URGING CLEAR-CUT NEW U.S. POLICY TOWARDS 
COMMUNISTS. KMT'S OFFICIAL CENTRAL DAILY NEWS (220,000) 
REFLECTED GENERAL TONE THIS COMMENT, URGING U.S. REAFFIRM 
DETERMINATION FOR NO MORE RETREATS, ARTICULATE U.S. 
COMMITMENTS AND TAKE CONCRETE ACTION BACK UP TREATY 
OBLIGATIONS. IN TURN, MAIOR PAPERS URGED ASIAN NATIONS 
MAINTAIN CLOSE COOPERATION WITH U.S. TO RESTORE STRENGTH AND 
CONFIDENCE OF ANTICOMMUNIST CAMP DESPITE INDOCHINA SETBACKS. 
ENGLISH-LANGUAGE CHINA NEWS CONCLUDED: "VIETNAM IS THE

BEGAN RECEIVING COUNLESS CALLS SHORTLY AFTER NOON APRIL 29 
ASKING ABOUT REPORTS PRESIDENT FORD HAD BEEN SHOT. INFLUENTIAL 
CHINA TIMES (280,000) AND UNITED DAILY NEWS (320,000) ONLY 
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PAPERS TO CARRY REPORT OF RUMOR, NOTING THAT ONE PLACE MOST 
PREVALENT WAS TAIPEI STOCK EXCHANGE. TIMES DID NOT MENTION 
ASSASSINATION, NOTING ONLY IT WAS "RUMOR CONCERNING PRESIDENT
